1  The  examining  committee  shall  meet  with  the  classes  at  9  a.  in.  on  the 
day  before  the  opening  of  the  Conference  session. 

2  So  far  as  practicable,  the  examination  shall  be  written. 

3  The  work  of  the  year  shall  be  divided  as  according  to  the  sehedale 
herewith  given. 

4  At  the  close  of  each  period  designated  in  the  schedule,  the  examiners 
shall  prepare  their  lists  of  questions  "when  there  are  any  candidates"  and  sead 
them  to  the  chairma  n  :  i  he  chairman  will  forward  the  questions  to  the  candidate 
who  will  send  the  answers  to  the  one  who  prepared  the  (luestions.  The  examiner 
shall  send  the  grades  to  the  registi  ar. 

5  A  grade  of  less  than  seventy  in  the  scale  of  one  hundred  shall  subject 
the  candidate  to  re-examination  on  that  particular  branch. 

6  All  candidates  for  admission  on  trial  shall  pass  written  examinations 
on  the  English  branches  or  present  certificates  of  grades  subject  to  the  accepfe-- 
auce  of  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

7  Ejich  candidate  shall  place  in  the  hands  of  his  examiner  every  essay, 
sermon  or  syllabus  at  least  two  wteks  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  conference 
session.

10  All  candidates  shall  place  in  the  hands  of  the  proper  examiner  a  cer- 
tificate specifically  designating  what  books  he  has  read,  under  ■ 'Books  To  Be 
Read."

I  The  conference  shall  meet  at  8:30  o'clock,  a.  m.,  and  adjourn  at  11:45  a. 
m.  Tlie  first  thirty  minutes  shall  be  devoted  to  religious  services. 

Jl  After  the  usual  opening  religious  services  the  secretary  shall  read  the 
imiznites  of  the  previous  day  which  shall  then  be  corrected  or  approved.

XIV  The  secretary  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  papers  of  the  conftM-ence, 
jijmI  vlmll  not  permit  anyorie  to  have  any  of  these  papers,  during  the  interval  of 
ihc  eon  fere  nee,  except  by  tlje  permission  of  the  conference.

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REPORTS. 


PRESIDING  ELDER'S  REPORT  OF  THE  BOISE  DISTRICT, 


Dear  Bishop  and  Brethren : 

In  territory  the  Boise  District  is  not  quite  so  large  as  in  for- 
mer years,  as  at  present  it  includes  but  about  65,000  square  miles. 
80  far  as  one  can  observe  in  considering  the  amount  of  work,  it 
is  as  large  as  ever,  for  as  heretofore,  there  is  all  one  man  can  do. 
The  tlp-ee  imiwrtant  charges  cut  off  from  it  a  year  ago  are  hardly 
missed,  and  to  take  their  places  other  new  ones  have  come  into 
being. 

SUPPLIES  AND  CHANGES  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  good  men  to  supply  the 
weaker  and  more  difficult  circuits,  four  or  five  places  have  beeoi 
imsupplied  until  the  last  third  of  the  ye^air.  Since  May,  Jordan 
Vallej',  Dubois,  Idahoi  Falls  Circuit,  and  Junction,  have  been  sup- 
plied hy  four  students  from  Evanston,  who  have  done  most  effi- 
cient work  and  whose  coming  to  us  even  for  so  brief  a  time,  has 
in  several  ways  fully  justified  the  step  taken,  and  among  other 
desiri  f  siMis  there  has  been  developed  an  interest  in  the  stu- 
dents of  that  institution  in  the  pioneer  work  of  this  region. 

Two  other  charges  were  left  unsupplied  a  year  ago,  viz.,  Mid- 
lileton  and  Salmon.  About  February  1st,  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Riffe 
was  secured  for  Middleton  and  was  transferred  from  the  Missouri 
Conference.  After  several  pastors  had  agreed  to  take  Salmon, 
finally,  about  March  1st,  the  Rev.  M.  E.  Coen  was  transferred  to 
that  distant  and  importa.nt  field. 

After  six  months  of  successful  service  on  the  Emmett  work, 
the  pastor,  A.  W.  Hartshorn,  responded  to  what  he  and  others 
believed  to  be  a  definite  call  of  God  to  become  an  evangelist  in 
the  conference,  and  he  was  released  from  his  charge,  and  ihe  place 
was  at  once  filled  by  the  Rev.  E.  J.  Deane,  a  local  preacher,  and 
i'or  some  years  pastor  in  the  New  England  Conference.  Brother 
Deane  now  kndcks  ait  our  door  for  admission  on  trial,  and  judging 
from  the  character  of  the  work  dome  in  Emmet't,  his  knock  will 
be  immediately  heeded. 

About  March  1st,  the  pastor  at  Soldier  being  pressed  by  busi- 
ness cares,  visited  his  home,  where  the  major  part  of  his  family 
resided,  and  found  it  desirable  to  remain  for  the  balance  of  the 
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year,  thus  leaving  Soldier  unsupplied,  in  which  condition  it  has 
since  remained. 

NEW  WORK. 

Two  new  works  have  sprung  into  being  during  the  year.  At 
Homedale  on  the  Snake  river,  fourteen  miles  southwest  from  Cald- 
Avell,  a  local  preacher,  F.  E.  Tracy,  gathered  the  peofple  cogether, 
and  by  the  aid  of  the  presiding  elder,  organized  a  class  of  twentj^- 
three  members,  over  which  he  is  the  pastor.  This  will  doubtless 
be  the  center  of  a  prosperous  work  in  the  near  future. 

Twin  Falls  is  the  name  to  conjure  by  in  Southern  Idaho.  For 
two  years  we  had  foreseen  a  little  of  its  coming  greatness,  and 
it  had  been  associated  with  Shoshone  in  pastoral  work  before 
people  began  to  live  there,  but  some  months  ago  its  people  began 
to  ask  for  a  pastor  who  should  be  all  their  own,  and  the  Rev.  R. 
D.  Osterhout  was  brought  down  from  Northern  Idaho  and  ap- 
pointed pastor  at  Twin  Falls,  a  town  of  1500  people,  where  we 
now  have  desirable  real  estate  sufficienth^  large  for  church  and 
parsonage  on  which  the  pastoj:-  has  built  a  small  home  which  is 
to  be  a  part  of  the  parsonage  later  on.  We  have  a  membership 
of  upAvards  of  fifty  at  this  place,  and  the  outloiok  for  rapid  growth 
is  very  flattering. 

CHURCH  BUILDING. 

We  are  in  an  era  of  church  building.  Sixteen  new  houses 
of  worship  have  been  erected  in  the  Boise  District  during  the  past 
five  yea:rs,  and  nine  of  these  stand  to  the  credit  of  the  year  now 
closing.  The  location  and  cost  of  these  nine  is  as  follows:  Hunt- 
ington, $1,H00;  Weiser,  $3,800;  Payette,  cost  so  far  as  tlie  Avork  lias 
gone,  about  $2,000;  Cambridge,  cost  so  far  as  work  has  gone, 
about  $800;  Roseberiy  and  Thunder  in  Loing  Valley,  cost  of  each, 
$800;  Sweet,  $1,300.  The  kr3t  three  are  in  the  same  county  and 
were  all  dedicated  in  one  day,  July  30th,  and  they  are  the  only 
Methodist  churches  in  Boise  county.  Shoshone,  dedicated  last 
Sunday,  about  $3,000.  Vernon,  on  the  St.  Anthoiny  work,  about 
$1300.  Not  all  of  these  churches  are  dedicated  as  yet.  but  all  are 
occupied.  The  Board  of  Church  Extension  aided  in  tliis  splendid 
work  in  each  case,  save  one,  by  donations.  We  have  not  asked  for 
a  loan  from  the  board  during  the  years  of  my  association  with 
this  work,  but  we  have  paid  off  several  loans  of  long  standing, 
and  w(?  hojje  to  see  evei-y  obligation  of  our  ])eoplo  I'liliy  met  as 
early  as  ))ossil)le.  The  building  of  these  churches  has  meant  much 
in  sacrifice  and  la])or  to  our  ])nstors  and  people.  They  would  not 
have  been  bnili  had  nof  ihc  pMslois  led  out  in  the  work,  and  in 
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this  respect  tales  of  heroic  effort  and  sacrifice  could  be  related  j 
concerning  pastors  and  their  wives. 

SPIRITUAL  WORK.  ^ 

This  has  been  a  year  of  fair  spiritual  development.    Revivals  j 

of  varying  degrees  of  success  have  been  held  in  probably  half  the  j 

pastorates.    In  this  work  as  in  all  others,  the  pastors  have  been  j 

alert  and  active  and  where  there  have  been  failures  the  cause  for  j 

the  same  is  hard  to  trace.    It  is  no  doubt  due  largely  to  the  gen-  ^ 

eral  spirit  of  wordliness,  fostered  by  t'he  commercial  craze,  the  j 

race  to-  get  rich  in  short  time.    This  spirit  in  connection  with  | 

other  manifest  evils  present  mighty  opposition  to  the  work  of  ■ 

the  Kingdom  of  Je;3us  Christ.  ] 

YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK.  ; 

Our  young  people  are  in  better  condition  than  formerly.    Ep-  : 

worth  Leagues,  generally  speaking,  are  a  greater  force  for  good  j 

■than  ever.    There  is  less  noise  made  about  them,  but  tlieir  work  \ 

is  more  in  hamiony  with  the  church,  has  more  missionary  interest  • 

in  it,  more  loyalty,  more  love  to  God  and  human ity.  than  ever  i 

before.    A  very  excellent  and  largely  attended  Epworth  League  j 

Convention  Avas  held  in  Pocatello  in  the  early  summer  for  our  ] 

East  side  leagues.  \ 

Our  Sunday  Schools  are  larger  and  more  raiional  than  ever 
in  the  past.    They  .are  ne-.irly  all  organized  into  misnonary  socie- 
ties and  herein  lies  the  secret  in  great  m.easure  of  the  splendid  ; 
and  constant  increase  in  our  missionary  offerings  of  the  past  few  j 
yea.rs.    Children  and  young  pG^ople  are  becoming  better  trained  ^ 
in  the  missioinary  ide^ss  than  ever  before,  though  the  work  is  not 
jet  very  near  a  state  of  perfection.    Much,  very  mucli,  still  re--  J 
mains  to  be  done  by  Sunday  Schoo'il  superintendents,  worke;'s  and 
pastors. 

BENEVOLENT  OFFERINGS. 
Our  pastors  are  not  unmindful  of  their  dtity  and  privilege  in 
our  conr^ectional  work.    Many  of  them  are  very  f?,ithful  and  very  \ 
efFiCient,  while  some  are  n&.  so  fully  interested  or  active  as  lead- 
ers of  the  people  sliould  be.    As  a  whole,  as  good  woi;k  has  been  ' 
done  as  will  be  found  in  any  part  of  the  great  church,  but  v/e  are  \ 
not  in  a  porntion  to  boast  of  large  things.    A  feAv  charges  will  J 
report  upwards  of  two  dollars  per  member  for  missions,  with  ] 
other  benevolent  causes  as  fully  hoborcd  in  proportion  to  imr  I 
portance.    Other  cliarges  are  not  doang  half  so  well.    A  study  in  \ 
comparative  statis  ics  wilhin  our  own  bounds  is  very  suggestive  : 
and  may  be  made  very  proiitable.    Ro^v  some  pastors  accomplish  j 
such  splendid  results  where  others  f-il  is  an  interesting  riLcstion.  j 
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WOMEN'S  WORK. 

Woman's  work  is  developing  in  our  churches.  Ladies'  Aid 
Societies  are  becoming'  more  a  force  not  only  in  raising  money, 
but  in  .promoting  a  healthful  condition  in  church  and  home.  Since 
ihe  president  of  this  body  has  a  place  in  the  quarterly  cojnference 
the  organization  recognizes  its  place  and  importance  as  a  helpful 
factor  in  church  and  religious  life.  There  are  some  exceptions  to 
this,  for  there  are  some  women  as  well  as  some  men,  who  are  hard 
to  keep  in  line  in  good  works,  and  occasionally  there  is  a  woman 
who  will  not  work  if  she  cannot  bo^s  the  job.  Then  there  is  trou- 
ble; but  it  is  not  the  fault  of  the  institution  but  rather  of  a  de- 
praved and  selfish  human  nature.  Our  women  as  a  rule  are  won- 
derfully helpful  to  the  pastor  aind  the  cause  in  more  ways  than 
we  have  time  o^:'  spac3  to  enumerate,  and  one  of  the  present  agen- 
cies for  a  better  Christian  life  and  a  better  supported  church  is 
the  Ladies'  Aid  Society. 

SPECIAL  MENTION. 

I  am  tempted  to  make  special- mention  of  some  pastors,  and 
pastors'  wives,  and  oliiers.  who  are  ju;uly  enliiled  to  much  praise 
r»s  they  already  have  great  credit,  for  deeds  of  devotion  and 
heroic  quality,  but  possibly  such  mention  will  mot  work  for  the 
highest  good,  tlieLcfore,  I  desist.  I  will  say,  liow;^vei-.  that  the 
heroic  age  hns  noi  yei  passed,  and  this  dislriel  lias  its  full  share 
of  heroes  and  lieroines. 

OPPORTUNITIES  FOR  NEW  WORK. 

Already  mention  has  been  made  of  new  Avork,  recently  estab- 
lished. There  are  calls  now  being  made  for  service  and  the  min- 
istry from  several  parts  of  the  district.  Hundreds  of  thousands 
of  acres  of  virgin  soil  are  rapidly  coming  under  the  magic  tolich 
of  irrigation  and  thousands  of  settlers  are  now  on  these  lands 
who  were  not  there  a  year  ag'O,  and  other  thousands  are  soon  to 
come  or  are  now  on  their  way,  and  these  must  be  supplied  with 
the  gospel-,  and  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  is  not  going  to  take 
second  place  in  meeting  this  demand.  We  can  surely  serve  the 
oncdming  thousands  as  well  (we  had  almost  said  better)  as  the 
other  churches,  and  a  lairge  proportion  of  these  peojile  are  look- 
ing to  us  to  shepherd  the  Hock  of  Cod.  We  need  men  for  this 
work  who  can  live  much  of  the  time  on  the  road,  or  in  the  cabin, 
and  who  will  be  content  to  do  this  work  for,  from  four  hundred 
to  six  linndred  dollars  per  year  as  support.  A  half  dozen  such  men, 
men  of  grit,  gn-ace,  and  religion,  with  lots  of  sense  aind  adapLabil- 
it.y,  can  at  once  find  work  among  us,  and  men  CC  this  stamp  we 
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must  have  or  we  shall  in  a  measure  fail  in  accomplishing  our 
mission. 

SHADOWS. 

This  3'eaT  has  been  one  of  much  joy  and  brightness.  Victories 
are  the  inle  with  us.  But  sometimes  victories  are  achieved  oaily 
by  going  into  the  valleys.  On  this  earth,  darkness  has  its  use,  and 
sorrow  and  sulTering,  \\n.th  pain  and  sickness,  have  iheir  ministry 
and  mission.  Ofttimes  it  is  in  the  school  of  atflietion  that  we 
Jearn  our  most  valued  and  mofet  needed  lessons.  Our  holiest  and 
noblest  visions  are  often  caught  from  the  bedside  of  quiet  and 
tranquil  suffering.  Our  good  Brother  and  Sister  Riffe  only  a  few 
weeks  after  coming  among  ns,  bade  good-bye  to  two  of  their  four 
children  in  one  day  lasit  March,  and  the  precious  forms  were  Laid 
to  rest  in  one  grave.  Human  and  brotherly  sympathy  were  quick- 
ened by  this  call  from  God  for  his  little  ones,  and  our  brother 
aod  his  wife  speedily  found  themselves  not  in  a  land  of  strangers 
but  of  fi-iends,  for  the  Fnend  who  sticketh  closer  than  a  brother 
had  been  there  before  them,  and  had  left  his  spirit  and  his  love. 

A  few  days  later,  after  many  months  of  patient  and  qtiiet 
waiting,  the  choice  and  purified  spirit  of  the  wife  of  the  presiding 
elder  took  its  flight,  but  left  a  rich  legacy  of  precious  memories 
with  which  to  enrich  the  world  of  those  who  knew  her  best.  Bishop 
Spellmeyer  a  year  ago,  said  to  the  witer,  ^'Do  not  inegiect  your 
wife.  Be  with  her  when  she  needs  you.  In  her  unselfishness  she 
will  not  keep  you  from  the  work.  The  work  Avill  not  suffer,  for 
God  mysteriously  oveiTides  for  good."  The  good  bishop  knew. 
"VVe  all  know,  and  some  of  us  know  better  than  we  did. 

AVhat  a  splendid  lot  of  brothers  w^e  haive  o^n.the  district.  Yes, 
^'brothers"  is  the  right  word.  This  word  means  mofre  in  this 
brotherhood  of  the  Methodist  ministry  than  in  any  other  organ- 
ization we  know  anything  about.  Thank  God  for  the  brother- 
hood! You  have  stood  by  me  like  true  men  that  you  are.  My 
heart  is  yours.

LA  GRANDE  DISTRICT. 

Mr.  Prcsideilt  and  Brethren: 

The  La  Grande  District  comprises  all  the  (counties  of  Oregon 
cast  of  tin*  Blue  Mountains  except  Malheur,  and  all  the  charges 
in  those  counties  except  Huntington.  It  was  created  by  Bishop 
Spellmeyer  in  1904  by  v  irtue  of  action  of  the  General  Conference 
of  that  year.  Wlnai  traveled,  there  are  found  125  miles  of  thank- 
fully received  railway;  but  it  requires  more  than  500  miles  of 
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stage-coacliing  to  visit  the  preaching  points.  When  received  from 
the  Hailey  Conference  there  were  but  eleven  appointments  and 
the  presiding  elder  was  in  charge  of  one  of  these.  His  first 
round  erected  a  new  self-supporting  appointmen't,  Prairie  City, 
and  still  another  is  ready  for  a  pastor,  a  scope  of  country  em- 
bracing the  Promised  Land  and  the  Garden  of  Eden;  Paradise  has 
a  pastor. 

BAKER  CITY. 

Baker  City  is  the  largest  town  on  the  district.  Floyd  A. 
I^awson  was  the  appolintee,  but  ini  October  was  compelled  by  acute 
throiat  difficulty  to  relinquish  it.  He  was  followed  hy  F.  W.  Hart 
of  the  North  Minnesota  Conference  who,  in  turn,  was  driven  to 
a  peremptory  change  because  of  his  wife's  illness.  Bishop  Ham- 
ilto>n  came  to  our  relief  and  gave  us  Everett  M.  Hill,  the  presenit 
pastor,  in  exchange. 

JOHN  DAY. 

From  Baker  City  the  Sumpter  Valley  railway  reaches  through 
the  great  piiiieries  and  by  the  rich  mines  of  the  Sumpter  and 
Greenhorn  districis  toward  the  fertile  John  Day  river  valley. 
George  R.  Archer  was  appointed  paslor  of  this  charge,  large  as  the 
state  of  Connecticut.  At  the  first  quarterly  conference  he  sec- 
onded the  movement  of  the  people  ait  Prairie  City  for  a  segrega- 
tion of  that  point,  and  the  new  charge  was  constituted.  Mr. 
Archer  then  took  up  Long  Creek,  a  >nlegiected  but  important  point, 
and  this  faithful  descendant  of  Francis  Asbury  has  permitted  no 
grass  to  grow  tinder  his  apostolic  feet,  being  rewarded  in  wit- 
nessing a  fervid  revival  at  this  point. 

PRAIRIE  CITY. 

The  severed  member  above  mentioned  sprang  at  once  inito 
action  as  a  self-sustaining  charge.  By  Thanksgiving  Day  I  was 
able  to  obtain  John  E.  Garver  as  pastor,  a  young  and  successful 
Indiana  attdrney  who  heard  the  'voice  of  God  calling  him  to  the 
mindstry;  he  comes  up  for  admission  to  our  ranks. 

SUMPTER 

Is  a  variable  quantity,  as  lare  all  small  mining  communities.  Har- 
vey H.  Newmn  was  the  appointee  of  the  last  conference;  he  was 
transfeirrcd  in  April  to  ilie  Missouri  Conference  and  was  suc- 
ceeded immediately  by  Paul  J.  Everett  of  Oklahoma.  Under  him 
the  church,  whicli  was  dc^emed  dead,  shows  unmistakable  signs 
of  lifc!  and  activily,  a  r(ivival  of  ii;o  mean  proportions  now  just 
closed. 

HAINES 

Is  on  the  main  line  of  (lie  0.  R.  &  N.  Railway,  first  town  north- 


J   D.  Gillilan,  Presiding  Elder, 
LaGrande  District 
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west  of  Baker  Citj.  It  is  a  large  circuit  of  peculiar  character; 
the  world  and  the  lodge  have  a  strong  gxip  on  the  whole  commu.- 
nity  and  Zion  languishes.  The  people  are  well-to-do,  but  the 
riches  are  kept  from  God.  Many  of  our  OAvn  people  are  lethargia. 
Henry  E.  Carter,  a  looal  preacher,  has  done  hard,  self-sacrificingf 
work.    The  charge  has  two  good  churches  and  a  parsonage. 

UNION 

Is  bounded  by  orchards,  wheatfields  and  heaven.  Joel  C.  Walker, 
the  pastor,  has  been  most  critically  handicapped,  having  to  corral 
his  people  in  rented  quarters,  a  theater,  the  old  court  house,  and 
at  last  the  Campbellite  church.  Headed  off,  but  not  stopped,  he 
and  his  courageous  people  gave  themselves  to  the  task  of  build- 
ing a  home.  It  is  a  fine,  bi-ick  structure  of  modern  character  and 
will  soon  be  ready  for  dedication;  the  cost  approximates  $8,500, 
Cdve  is  an  important  adjunct  to  this  place  and  is  royally  loyal 
to  the  church.  They  have  paid  off  every  cent  of  debt,  and  should 
for  the  sake  of  themselves  and  the  pastor  at  Union  have  a  separ- 
ate pastor. 

LA  GRANDE 

Is  the  head , of  the  district.  The  presiding  elder  i-s  acting  pastor 
perforce.  ,,;  Our  church  is  in  a  strategic  position  here  and  has  a 
growing  membership.  Island  City  is  included  in  the  charge. 
Because  of  the  doublework  of  the  pastor,  it  has  not  had  the  atten- 
tion it  should  have  received.  In  Februai-y,  Evangelist  Hartshorn 
proved  his  abilitj^  in  the  help  afforded  in  some  valuable  special 
meetings.  The  charge  has  taken  advanced  steps  in  several  essen- 
tial regards  and  expects  greater  things  for  the  coming  year. 

ELGIN 

Lies  at  the  terminus  of  the  branch  railway  at  the  very  door  of 
the  beautiful  Wallowa  Valley  Avhieh,  with  its  rugged  mountain 
sentinels  is  styled  the  Switzerland  of  America.  Elgin  is  a  sawmill 
town  and  shipping  poinit  for  the  interior,  and  may  be  transienL 
Our  church  property  is  good  and  well  located.  Dexter  S.  Smith 
is  our  able  representative  and  with  an  unusually  efficient  wife, 
has  done  next  thing  to  working  among  a  heterogeneous  popula- 
tion. Brother  Hartshorn  lielpod  lierc  ini  a  strong  revival.  He 
has  appointments  at  Snnuuervillc  and  at  Imbler  as  well  as  same 
sclioolhouses. 

WALLOWA  COUNTY  AND  VALLEY. 
Contains  ilic  charges  of  Wallowa,  Flora,  Enterprise,  Joseph  and 
a  new  one  yet  unnamed.    Fertile  in  well  watered  wheat  fields  and 
wooided  hills,  it  is  now  an  object  of  conitention  among  two  or  more 
railway  corporations.    Its  i)oints  are  all  reached  by  stage,  either 
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from  Oregon  or  Washington.  Wallowa  town  is  thirty  miles  out 
from  Elgin  and  has  for  a  pastor  the  restless  J.  M.  Jo^inson,  who 
developed  two  new  points  twenty-five  miles  north  of  the  town  this 
year,  Promise  and  Middlepoint,  and  has  built  a  church  at  the  lat- 
ter place  with  $600.    It  was  dedicated  free  of  debt  August  1st. 

These  will  be  cut  off  .and  merged  into  a  new  circuit  and  the 
pastor  at  WalloKva  nert  year  will  develop  Smith  Mountain. 

ENTERPRISE  CIRCUIT 
l^ies  next  up  the  valley  and  southeast  along  the  Wallowa  river. 
It  has  two  preaching  poinrts,  Enterprise  and  Lostine.  L.  W. 
Chandler,  late  of  West  Nebraska,  is  the  painstaking  pastor,  and 
went  to  the  work  January  3rd.  If  not  quite  a  virgin  soil,  he  finds 
it  has  virgin  needs.  We  have  a  church  and  a  parsonage  at  Enter- 
prise and  have  access  to  the  Presbyterian  building  at  Lostine. 
Here  as  at  AVallowa,  we  and  the  Presbyterians,  divide  time  and 
buildings  to  the  detriment  of  both  denominations. 

Joseph,  fifty-eight  miles  from  the  raihvay,  on  the  border  of 
the  gem-like  Wallorvva  lake,  is  the  last  of  our  towns  up  the  val- 
ley. It  has  two  outside  preaching  points.  Here  we  have  just 
corrected  the  half-time  church  system  above  mentioned.  Charles 
F.  Wheeler,  the  pastor,  came  from  North  Dakota  in  November 
and  will  ask  for  admissions  at  this  session. 

FLORA 

Lies  forty  miles  northeast  of  Wallowa  and  seventy  miles  from  the 
railway.  Here  is  an  tinsurpssed  countiy;  miles  and  miles  of  un- 
touched timber  intervening  between  this  and  other  civilization. 
Henrv^  Martin,  a  local  preacher,  does  j-eoman^like  work  preaching 
in  Paradise,  Grouse,  and  some  schoolhouses  besides  the  regular 
work  at  Flora.

Faith- 
ful, effective  Sunday  School  work  is  being  done  almost  every- 
where, but  it  is  only  the  few  who  seem  to  recognize  the  place  and 
the  value  of  the  Epworth  League. 

The  class  meeting  is  not  obsolute. 

I  take  great  pleasure  at  this  time  publicly  to  thank  all  the 
brother  pastors  who  so  uncomplainingly  have  assisted  in  sn;)ply- 
ing  the  La  Grande  pulpit  during  my  enforced  absence,  as  well  as 
to  commend  the  patience  of  pastors  and  i)eop]e  who  have  accepted 
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SO  mainty  week-day  services,  though  most  of  them  have  had  fully 
as  much  Sunday  service  from  the  presiding  elder  as  in  former 
years  when  connected  with  larger  districts.

MEMOIRS. 

Carrie  R.  Hedges  was  bom  in  Sag  Harbor,  Long  Island,  April 
3,  1858,  and  died  in  Boise,  Idaho,  March  22,  1905,  having  lived  in 
this  w^orld  46  years,  11  months  and  19  days. 

Her  early  life  was  spent  at  the  place  of  her  birth,  where  she, 
at  the  age  of  about  twelve,  Wias  conver^ted  and  became  an  active 
member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  which  she  lived 
until  her  death. 

In  Middletown,  Conn.,  where  she  for  two  years  was  a  valu- 
able teacher  in  a  mission  school  superintended  by  our  beloved 
Bishop  Burt,  she  was  married  to  Wilmot  W.  Van  Dusen  into  a 
blessed  companionship  which  closed  only  when  the  final  home  call 
was  answered. 

To  them  were  born  twoi  sons,  the  first,  Cyrus  Foss,  being  taken 
away  at  the  age  of  three  and  a  half  years,  and  the  second,  Wil- 
bur Fisk,  now  19  years  of  age,  is  left,  not  only  to  mourn  the  loss 
of  his  mother,  but  to  be  a  blessed  comfoirt  to  his  father.  Besides 
this  son  and  her  husband,  she  leaves  .an  aged  father,  two  brothers 
and  one  sister,  to  mourn  the  loss  of  a  loved  one. 

Sister  Van  Dusen  was  one  of  the  most  remarkable  women  it 
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has  beeni  o\w  privilege  to  know.  Her  faith  in  God  was  undaunted. 
Through  those  two  lona"  yea^rs  of  illness  she  suffered  at  times 
almost  beyond  the  power  of  endurance,  yet  she  never  complained. 
In  the  aii'airs  df  her  home,  the  church,  state  or  public,  she  main- 
tained a  deep  interest  to  the  last,  even  on  the  day  of  her  death 
she  listened  attentively  while  her  husband  read  to  her  from  the 
Christian  Advocate  ainld  conversed  upon  the  important  topics  of 
the  day.  She  also  ca.refully  planned  for  her  household,  and  for 
the  education  and  future  for  her  son,  after  she  should  go  away. 

She  was  constantly  at  w^ork  for  the  church,  and  wherever  her 
husband  ministered  there  was  her  heart  and  zeal  for  God's  cause. 
She  presided  at  the  organ,  led  in  the  music,  taught  in  the  Sunday 
School,  and  in  fact  was  never  idle  when  there  was  something  to  be 
done  to  m,ake  God's  work  a  success. 

In  the  nine  years  of  her  husband's  labors  in  the  Northern 
New  York  Conference,  and  fifteen  years  in  the  Columbia  River 
and  Idaho  Conferences,  she  mad'e  to  herself  hundreds  of  friends 
who'  feel  deeply  their  Ic^ss,  but  who  know,  with  a  knowledge  born 
not  of  earth,  that  their  loss  is  her  eternal  gain.  For  some  time 
before  her  death,  she  knew  that  she  could  not  recover,  but  this 
only  caused  her  to  work  the  harder  to  accomplish  all  that  was 
po'ssible  before  she  left  for  home.  During  much  of  her  last  illness, 
while  she  was  un.able  to  he  about  the  house,  she  sat  in  her  chair, 
her  hands  deftly  at  work  making  garments  or  doing  various  kinds 
of  fancy  work  for  those  Avho  needed  help  and  whom  she  loved. 

The  smaller  and  struggling  churches,  their  herioc  pastors  and 
families  were  .always  special  subjects  of  her  prayers  and  love,  and 
she  sought  means  for  their  relief  and  help,  even  to  placing  her 
m.embership  with  them  year  by  year  and  paying  what  she  could 
toward  their  support. 

The  funeral  services  held  at  her  late  home,  attended  by  a 
l.arge  company  of  sorrowing  friends,  were  conducted  by  Dr.  L  F. 
Roach,  pastor  of  the  church  at  Boise,  assisted  by  Bishop  J.  B. 
Funsten  of  the  Idaho  diocese  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
and  several  pastors  of  the  B()i.->e  District  of  this  Conference. 

We  tendei-ly  laid  her  awny  in  Monis  Hill  Cemetery  to  await 
the  resurrection  call.  Her  gi-avo  is  but  a  small  x)art  of  that 'which 
remains  to  mark  the  life  of  this  loved  one,  for  she  lives  Avith  us 
•still  in  her  deeds,  and  love.  How  botirr  can  we  close  than  with 
the  words  of  the  poet,  words  which  in  beautiful  music  of  song, 
methinks  almot^t  like  that  of  the  an-^ols,  many  times  awakened 
the  members  of  her  family  in  the  stil'  hours  of  the  night  as  they 
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floated  through  halls  and  from  room  to  room  as  she  burst  forth 

into  singing: 

^ '  Shine  on !  Shine  on !  ye  bright  stars  in  heaven, 
Some  da  J',  some  day,  I,  too,  I,  too,  shall  shine. 
As  brightly  as  you."
